“FIGHTING MAC” 
NOT A SUICIDE 


Traveller Amazes England by 
Denying That Sir Hector 
Macdonald is Dead. 


(Associated Press Dispatch.) 
London, May 1.—A_ singular story 
that has both astonished and amus- 
led England and Scotland was pub- 
llished recently in the Manchester 
| Sunday Chronicle. It relates to the 
late renowned soldier, Major Gener- 
a! Sir Hector Macdonald. 
| The general, it will be remembered, 
|was reported to have committed sui- 
‘cide in an obscure Paris hotel on 
March 25, 1903, while en route from 
Ceylon, where he had been in com- 
mand. He fought with distinction 
in Afghanistan, in the Boer war of 
1881 and also in the recent Boer war, 
in which he commanded the High- 
lend Brigade, and he also figured 
conspicuously in_the Aghting egainst 
Arabi Pasha in Egypt and the Mah- 
di in the Soudan. 
| Claims He Still Lives. 


The publication in the Manchester 
| paper is to the effect that “Fighting 
|Mac,” as Sir Hector was known in 
military and Scottish circles, is still 
very much alive and is now organiz- 
ing a powerful army for China. 

The most circumstantial story bear- 
ing on Sir Hector’s alleged survival 
emanates from Johannesburg from a 
man who recently arrived there from 
the Far East. He asserts that he saw 
‘ Fighting Mac” at Nanking, China, 
last year, putting his astonishing 
declaration in the following form: 

“I knew Hector Macdonald very 
well, both in pt and South Afrie.. 
t was in Nanking in December }.14t 
I saw a battalion of Chinese soldiers 
teing drilled in European styl) en a 
space in the center of the city. and,

One of 
them was Sir Hector Macdonald. He 
was clean-shaven, but otherwise he 
had altered very little since’ the oc- 
casion of my last meeting him in 
Pretoria. 

‘I was almost breathless with as- 
tonishment. I was about to speak to 
him when his eyes met mine. He 
turned rapidly around to one of the 
other officers and said something 
quickly in Chinese. 

Ordered to Leave at Once. 

“The officer, almost springing, at 
me, shouted: ‘Leave this ground at 
once, or we will put you where your 
friends won’t find you in a hurry.’ I 
left Nanking that day for Shanghai, 
and I found that the fact that Sir 
Hector Macdonald was in that coun- 
try was believed by a great many 
English people.” 

As strengthening the etory, it is 
pointed out that no inquest was held 
on the body alleged to be that of Sir 
Hector Macdonald; but in official 
and other quarters little attention 
has been paid to the matter. The 
paper’s Johannesburg informant, of- 
ficials believe, was mistaken in his 
man.

He 
said that. when he accepted the posi- 
tion of Minister of Agriculture he 
considered that his first duty was to 
come into close contact with the 
farmers on every occasion. With 
that end in view he visited every fair 
in the province except two last year, 
and these clashed with other fairs. 
He determined from the first to begin 
a@ progressive policy in his depart- 
ment. The department took up the 
creamery business and supplemented 
the work done by the Dominion 
Government. Eighteen creameries 
had been operated by the department, 
and as a result a quarter of a mil- 
lion of money had been distributed 


among the farmers of Alberta, which| - 


was not only a benefit to the farmer 
but was at the same time reflected in 
the increased business of the store-| 
keepers in those districts where 
creameries were in operation. The 
butter brought the average price of 
21 cents, a good figure for the entire 
season. 

The next thing the government took 
up was the poultry industry. The 
had met-with success in this ex rie 
ment, so much so that they will in- 
crease their efforts in this direction 
with sanguine expectation of greater 
success. It is expected to conduct 
12 to 14 co-operative fattening sta- 
tions in conjunction with the cream- 
eries this year. 

Mr. Finlay advised the people of 
Vegreville to take up the creamery 
work, and they would be heartily sup- 
ported by the government in their 
efforts. 

Mr. Finlay then outlined the work 
and the success of the stock judg- 
ing schools that were conducted by 
the department of agriculture last 
winter; and also the work of the agri- | 
cultural societies. With respect to! 
the latter the minister of agriculture 
said that he noticed one drawback at! 
the fairs, viz., the programs of the 
horse-racing and stock judging took 
place at thé same time to the detri- 
ment of the latter. He advised that 
this difficulty be eliminated from the 
program of the fair as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Important Announcement. 


The minister made a very impor- 
tant statement with regard to judging 
of stock at the fairs this year. He 
had been approached by the breeders 
of the province to get a judge from 
the old country. As a result, Mr.}| 
Archibald MeNeilage, of Glasgow, the 
best Clydesdale breeder in Scotland. | 
will come to Alberta this fall, super- 
intend the judging of the horses, and 
give a course of lectures along these 
lines. He desired that this be adver- 
tised as widely as possible, and hop- 
ed that the farmers would avail them- 
selves of this advantage. 

He explained the importance &nd 
working of the W Act, and 
strongly advised farmers to spare no 
means to clean these pests out.. 

In conrelusion, he added his quota 
of praise to the qualities and services 
of Mr, Holden. No man, he said, 
could be more attentive to his duties, 
or held in higher esteem by his fel- 
low members.

Alberta and Saskatchewan Have 
Agreed to Adopt Uniform 
set for two Provinces. 


Hon, J. A. Calder, minister of edu- 
cation for Saskatchewan arrived in the 
city last night for the purpose of 
conferring with the premier of Alberta 
regarding the adivisability of auth- 
orizing a new series of readers for 
use in the public schools of the two 
yrovinces. The readers now in the 
nands of pupils have long been re- 
garded as antiquated and entirely un- 
suited to meet present requirements. 
Some time ago the educational auth- 
orities of the two provinces reed 
t invite the publishers doing busi- 
neas in Canada to submit modern 
readers for examination with a view 
to the adoption of an uniform series 
for Alberta and Saskatchewan. These 
sets were referred to a conference of 
educational authorities which met. re- 
cently at Calgary and completed their 
labors last Saturday. It is understood 
that the conference adjourned without 
arriving at any decision other than 
that none of the series of readers sub- 
mitted should be authorized unless 
they were very considerably revised. 

A representative of the Bulletin cal- 
led at the government offices this 
morning to ascertain what conclusion 


had been reached by the two min- 
isters and he was informed that they 
had decided to request Morang & Co., 
of Toronto, to undertake a thorough 
revision of their new set of readers 
on the understanding that if they 
were made to conform in every respect 
to the requirements of the schools they 
would be referred to the educational 
councils of the two provinces for au- 
thorization. In case Morang & Co 
agree to the proposition the work of 
revision will be proceeded with im- 
mediately and it is expected the new 
readers will be placed in the hands 
of the pupils in January, 1906.

OF A PIONEER 


John F. Grant, Born in old Fort 
76 Years Ago, Died Within 
Stone's Throw of it. 


The death occurred yesterday of 
John F. Grant, one of the pioneers 
of the west, and a man whose ad- 
ventures and vicissitudes read like a 
volume of romance. 

Mr. Grant, who has been ailing for 
the past year, came to Edmonton a 
month ago with his wife and daugh- 
eer from their farm at Deep Creek, 
and has since been residing with his 
daughter, Mrs. Frank Nutt, Sixth 
street. } . 

Out from the window of his sick- 
room he could see the buildings of 
the old Fort Edmonton within whose 
walls he was born 76 years ago, while 
in the poplar knoll at the end of 
Sixth street is the grave of his 
mother, who did when he was a few 
years old. ‘ 

His father was an officer in the 
Hudson’s Bay company and of kin to 
many of the oldest Scotch and French 
families in Quebec. Of the long life 
of this patriarchal frontiersman 
sketch was given in last Monday’s 
Bulletin—of his early college days in 
Quebec, his life as a rancher and 
trader in Montana, where his father 
was in charge of Fort Hall, of his 
days of prominence in Manitoba when 
as the owner of over 390,000 acres 0 
land, he was a prairie king who b 
came land poor, and after many vicis- 
situdes came to sunny Alberta to end 
his days in an effort to retrieve his 
fortunes. : 

His marriage to Miss Clothilde 
Bruneau, daughter of Judge Bruneau 
of Manitoba, took place in 1868. His 
wife, who is now engaged in writing 
a life of her husband, has been his 
devoted helpmate through several de- 
cades, nursing him day and night 
through his last illness. 

He leaves several children, of 
whom three are now in the city—Mrs. 
Frank Nutt, Miss Grant and Mr. 
Charles Grant. 

The funeral will take place to-mor- 
row morning from the residence of 
his son-in-law on Sixth street, to St. 
Joachim’s church at 9.30, and thence, 
after a requiem mass has been sol- 
emnized, to the Catholic cemetery.
